DAMAGES. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND A JURY) 
(Ci tive otier i SMITH, a higher Execu- 


tive officer in the Free State Civil Ser- 

vice, residing at 3 Colonnade, Mill- 
town, Co. Dublin, claimed damages from the 
London Express Newspapers Co., 25 Bride 
street, London, proprietors of the Daily 
Express for alleged libel. 

The matter. complained of arose out of an 
article published in the Daily Express of 
the 9th March last, headed ‘‘ Alarm in the 
Civil Service,’ which recorded various 
transfers in the Civil Service, and which the 
plaintiff alleged, by associating his name with 
politicians, injured him in his credit and his 
reputation, and that by reason of the pub- 
lication his prospects of promotion in the 
Civil Service and the future of his career in 
the service of the State had gravely suffered. 

The article having stated that almost’ a 
clean sweep had been made of the per- 
manent om non-permanent officials of the 
Department of Justice, mentioned that Mr. 
J. P. Clare, formerly secretary to the late 
Mr. Kevin O’Higgins, and to his successor, 
Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney, had been transferred 
to the County Registrar’s office. “‘It will 
also be news to many,” the article stated, 
‘that Messrs. Smith and McMahon have 
heen transferred to the Department of In- 
dustry and Commerce, while Mr. P. Sheehan, 
a principal officer, has been sent to the Land 
Commission Department. In addition to 
these transfers, it has to be recollected that 
Mr. Geoghegan is no longer Minister for 
Justice; that Colonel Neligan has been re- 
moved from his post as chief superintendent 
of the Special Crimes Branch of the C.I.D.; 
that General O’ Duffy has been removed from 
the office of Commissioner of Civic Guards, 
and Mr. Sean Kavanagh transferred from 
the Governorship of Mountjoy Prison. Surely 
such a drastic sweep of high officials was 
never effected in such a short space of time 
by any State department in Great Britain or 

Ireland before.” A sub-heacing to the article 
stated, '' No reasons.’”’ 

Plaintiff alleged that the article meant that 
all the persons mentioned were, or had been, 
at an unstated time actively engaged in party 
politics; that the plaintaff had been actively 
engaged in party politics against the in- 
terests of the persons now and at the time 
of the publication constituting the Executive 
Council of Saorstat Eireann; that he had 
political sympathies and affihations antagonis- 
tic to the Executive Council, and that he 

lad been transferred by reuson of his alleged 
political sympathies. 


PLEA OF FAIR COMMENT, 


The defence was a denial that the words 
were defamatory, and a plea that they could 
not bear anv of the meanings alleged in the 
statement of claim. It was also pleaded that 
the words were true in substance and fact 
aud that they were fair and honest com- 
ment, and that the plaintiff was in no way 
iujured in his reputation. 

Mr. P. Lynch, K.C.; Mr. J. M. Fitzgerald, 
K.C.: Mr. J. J. Mooney and Mr. W. P. 
Fay (instructed by Mr. Terence Doyle) ap- 
eared for the plaintiff; and Mr. A. E, Wood, 
».C.: Mr. C. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. Kings- 
mill Moore (instructed by Messrs. W. M. 
Findlater and Ce) for the defendants. 

Opening the case, Mr. Lynch described 
the action as a very plain and simple one, 
11 which the plaintiff claimed damages for 
injury caused by reason of the manner in 
which he had been discussed in his ofhce as a 


jor 25 years, and last January was trans- 
jerred from the office of the Ministry of 
dustice to the Department of Industry and 
Commerce; owing to increascd duties there 
yiccessitating the transfer of additional ofh- 
cials. There night be an excuse for making 
; comment of this kind if it did not touch 
the living. of the man concerned or affect 
lis family, but the plaintiff, being a civil 
servant, was seriously affected by the pub- 
lication, which suggested. that his transfer 
vas because of his political associations. 

Mr. Smith gave evidence of his transfe: 
from the Ministry of Justice, where he had 
been secretary to the Carrigan Commission 
ou the Criminal Law Amendment Act which 
sat in 1950 and 1931, and where, up to the 
time of his transfer in January. he had been 
dealing with the section relating to the 
Prerogative of Mercy, which was a very con- 
fidential duty. On his transfer he had been 
eniployed on the examination and preparation 
of a bill dealing with the milling of flour, and 
jeter another bill dealing with tie Workmen's 
Compensation Act. There had been no com- 
plaint about his work in either department, 
pid his transfer from one department to 
niother was not a matter of news to anybody. 
whe sub-heading, ‘““No Reasons ” he took to 
mean ** very bad reasons.” 

Mr. Fitzgerald—When the article speaks 
of 'a clean sweep of high offtcials,’’ what 
pre your objections to that?— There are two—] 
am not a high official, and I should not be 
associated with a clean sweep. I also object 
that the article coupled my name with certain 
people who, for some reason or other, have 
dost, the confidence of the Government. 

NO ALARM IN CIVIL 
SERVICE, 

Mr. Fitzgerald—Did your transíer create 
any “ alarm in the Civil Service’’?—Not so 
far as 1 know. 

What do you say about the sub-heading, 
No reasols’’’—'there are good service 
reasons for my transfer. 

A copy of the circular issued by the Minis- 
ter for Finance in June last, warning civil 
bervants against associating themselves with 
Any political hody, was proved, 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that. there was 
nothing in the article complained of about 
politics, and if the case was to be made a 
political one proper evidence would have to 
be given of the association of other people 
mentioned with politics, and the reason for 
their transfer. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said that without that the 
innuendoes were clearly libellous 

Mr. Justice Hanna remarked that all the 
intuendoes were clearly political. ; 

The witness denied that ha at any time 
was associated with politics or with the 
other persons named in the article. 

Mr. Austin .McEvoy Kelly, a higher execu- 
tive officer in the Department of Posts and 
Telegraphs, said that the transfer of Mr 
Smith was a commonplace transfer. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Iin the case of a civil 
Bervant going from one department to 
aNother, would it he a matter of public in- 
terest?—In the vast majority of cases it 
would be a matter of private, not of public, 
interest.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.)

SETTLEMENT REACHED. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE AND A 
JURY.) 


A settlement was announced in the probate 
suit relating to the estate of the late Miss 
Mary Kerrigan, who died on November 9, 
1952, at Mill House, Knocknatulla, Kilcock, 
Co. Kildare. 

While residing at 70 North Brunswick 
street, Dublin, a house which she owned, the 
late Miss Kerrigan made a will, dated June 7, 
1928. She also made four codicils, dated 
November 15, 1929; November 29, 1930; May 
24, 1932, and October 27, 1932. 

In addition to the house in North Bruns 
wick street, the testatrix had other property 
at 8, 9 and 10 Red Cow lane, Dublin. She 
also had a sum of money on deposit receipt, 
which was later transferred to Second 
National Loan, and was worth £2.713 at the 
time of her death. 

The Rev. Michael Martin, C.C., the 
Presbytery, St. Paul’s, Arran quay, Dublin, 
as sole executor, sought to have the will and 
the four codictls referred to established. 

The defendant, John Bannon, Kilcooley, 
Drumree, Co. Meath, farmer, a legatee, did 
not contest the will and the first two codicils, 
but contested the second two codicils on the 
usual statutory grounds. 

There was a further codicil, dated March 7, 
1931, under which the Rev. Patrick Murphy, 
P.P., Dunshaughlin, Co. Meath, was a bene- 
ficiary. Neither the plaintiff nor the defend- 
ant sought to have this codicil propounded. 
kor Father Murphy it was stated that he 
knew nothing about the validity of the last 
two codicils, and that he was not a contesting 
party in the suit. 

Evidence in support of the will and the 
four codicils and of the testamentary 
capacity of the testatrix was given on last 
Monday. 

When a settlement was announced yester- 
day morning, the jury were discharged. 

Having reviewed the evidence, 

Mr, Justice O’Byrne pronounced in favour 
of the will and the four codicils, the opposi- 
tion to the last two codicils having been, with- 
drawn. ‘The defendant and Father Murphy 
were allowed costs.

D in the Convocation of the National 
wiversity, which was held yesterday 
evening at University 


Dublin. The 
principal business was the ‘discussion of a 
resolution by Mr. K P. J. Mangan. 
B A.., LL.B. : 

‘That convocation is of the opinion that 
it is desirable, in order to bring the foun- 
dation and constitution of the University 
and its constitnent colleges into proper 
uccord with the name and character of the 
University, to obtain new charters for the 
Universitv, and that the Senate be so in- 
formed. and requested *to take all necessary 
steps to obtain new charters under an Act 
of the Orreachtas. 

Mr. Mangan referred to the foundation of 
the National University, by which, he said, 
it had received its “ baptism” from King 
Edward VII. By the existing Constitution 
the King received the right to be Visitor 
to the University, and to direct the tuspec- 
tion of its colleges. The Visitor was the 
supreme authority, and he was the first per- 
son mentioned in the list in the University 
Calendar, the second person being the Chan- 
cellor, Eamonn de Valera, It was, said Mr.

Once 
the charter had been altered, other changes 
could be made, including a provision fo 
giving the Irish language its proper place 

Mi. J. O'Donovan formally seconded the

Mr. T. O’Beirne, speaking in Irish, said 
that it was not right that the King’s name 
should be mentioned oh every page of the 
Charter. When the latter was reformed he 
hoped that it might he possible to make Cork 
and Galway independent Universities. 


TRINITY COLLEGE. 


Mr. R. Dunn said that at present the 
University was not able to live up to its name 
of “National, ' and its history did not prove 
that it was national, in the strict sense of the 
word, 

“If you want nationalism,’’ said Mr. Dunn, 
“you must go to Trinity College for it. Any 
nationalism in the country at present comes 
from there.” 

Continuing, he said that the fact of having the 
King as Visitor really only meant that the 


post was held by the Free State Executive 
Council, 

“National University,’’ he said, signified 
nothing. The name and constitution meant 
little; it was the people in the University and 
their outlook which mattered. It was strange 
that the National University should be in the 
position that the opposing University was 
patronised by the extremes of politics in this 
country. “ The extreme republicans,’ he said, 
‘glory in Trinity College, and so do the 
extreme Unionists.’’ He was in favour of 
letting the constitution stay as it was until 
the University had developed _ sufficiently 
alone national lines. 

Mr. T. O'Rourke said that it was undesir- 
able to have the King as head of the Univer- 
sity, but he hoped that any alteration in the 
constitution would not mean more control by 
the Government. With regard to Mr. Dunn’s 
remarks on Trinity College, he said that there 
was no foundation for his statement that the 
Sinn Fein Party had any partiality for it. 

Mr. A. Blair said that an alteration would 
not effect very much as the Dail itself was 
under the King. The Oireachtas consisted of 
the King, the Dail and the Senate.

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CORK, DUBLIN, 
LIVERPOOL 
AND LONDON. 


By Our Air ConREesPONDENT. 


we the next two months a regular 
air service is to be put into a: 
tion. between Cork, Dublin, ag, As and 
London. The organisation which has been 
preparing plans for the air route is the 
Midland and Scottish Air Ferries, which 
has been operating a service between 
Dublin and Liverpool and Belfast and 
Glasgow for some time past. 

This development has been under con- 
sideration for some time, and during last 
week-end Mr. J. C, Sword, the managing 
director, and Captain H. J. Hosie, an 
Irish director, met other parties interested 
in the service, and all the matters con- 
nected with it were virtually settled. At 
the present time Baldonne!] Aerodrome, the 
headquarters of the Free State Army Air 
Corps, is used as the Dublin base for the 
service, but I believe that efforts are being 
made to secure another aerodrome nearer 
the city—probably the disused military 
aerodrome at Collinstown—which would 
speed up communications between the 
terminal points of the air line besides 
establishing a civil airport free from the 


military supervision which exists at 
Baldounel. The Army authorities are in 


favour of any move to separate civi] and 
military flying, and would be glad to see 
the establishment of a new aerodrome, 
suitable for aircraft of all types, near 
Dublin. 


EXTENSIONS 
CONTEMPLATED. 


Captain Hosie told me yesterday that the 
present service between Liverpool and 
Dublin has had a very good reception, and 
that in addition to the inauguration of the 
route through from Cork to London his 
company is considering other plans with a 
view to developing aerial communications 
in Ireland. This will, it is anticipated, 
include ‘‘ feeder ” services radiating from 
Dublin, Cork and Belfast, in order to link 
up with the main trunk air routes from 
those cities. 

I also learn that the company has taken 
over the two aircraft of Iona National Air. 
ways, which operated from Kildonan 
Acrodrome, Finglas. One of these machines 
is to go to Athy, County Kildare, and the 
other to Liverpool. Iona Airways, it is 
understood, is undergoing re-organisation, 
and the aerodrome has been temporarily 
taken over by Lady Nelson, Presitent of 
the National Aero Club (Trish Free State), 
who houses her Stinson monoplane at Kil- 
donan, which is at present under the 
charge of Mr. J. R. Currie. This aero- 

rome is only suitable for certain types 
of aircraft, and might not be suitable for 
the developments contemplated by Mid. 
land and Scottish Air Ferries. :

HOUSING IN ROME. 


LORD MAYOR OF 
DUBLIN’S IMPRESSIONS. 


as best 
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Commendatore Mariani, the Royal Italian 
Consul in Dublin, paid a visit to the Lord 
Mayor of Dublin (Alderman A, Byrne, T.D.) 
yesterday. Though the Lord Mayor is still 
confined to his room, to friends who are ad- 
mitted he cannot repress his enthusiastic 
appreciation of what he saw in Italy. He 
was impressed by the apparent pride the 
Italian people take in their children. 

During his stay in Rome Alderman Byrne 
paid a visit to the Governor of Rome, and 
discussed with him the housing problem in 
the light of his experience in Dublin. He 
gathered that the Roman population appeared 
to be very largely housed in flats. Working- 
class people were housed as near as possible 
to their work in two or three-roomed flats, 
with a veranda plan. Most of these flats were 
built under the authorisation of the mumici- 
pality and were subsidised by the Govern- 
ment. Where houses were going into 
disrepair the municipality gave grants 
for putting them im a halatable con- 
dition, and where money was granted 
the municipality and the Government re- 
served the right to fix rents. Everything 
was done to secure to the working classes 
dwellings at very moderate rents. There was 
no such thing in Rome as refusing houses or 
dwellings to tenants with large families. He 
gathered, in fact, that it was a punishable 
offence for landlords to refuse to take im 
tenants with large families. The Lord Mayor 
during a long conversation with the Governor 
of Rome learned that not only Rome, but 
throughout Italy, social conditions had 
enormously improved in recent years. There 
is no outdoor relief. Every unemployed per- 
son 1s found work, whether of a productive 
character or not. The unemployed are put 
at some kind of work.and given an allow- 
ance, but they must report regularly snd 
keep good time, and are under authoritative 
control. It is possible to see thousands of 
men making roads or engaged in other 
national necessary improvements as -elief 
schemes, and in the promotion of these works 
nothing is allowed to stand in the way of 
the authorities. I

| IMPROVEMENTS IN THE LAST 


FIFTY YEARS. 


A lecture entitled “Equipment of Large 
Kitchens’’ was delivered by Mr. Stanley 
Benham at a meeting of the Architectural 
Association of lreland, held at 8 Merrion 
square, Dublin, last night. 

Mr. Benham, who has many years’ experi- 
ence in planning and fitting-up large kitchens, 
mentioned that he had visited upwards of 
fifty kitchens in New York, Chicago, and 
other American cities, and also kitchens in 
France, Germany, Holland, Canada and South 
Africa. . 

Among the principal alterations which had 
taken place in the last fifty years noted by 
the lecturer were the complete abandonment 
of the open coal fire roasting range; the 
almost universal abandonment of coal cooking 


apparatus, except in remote pe a 2 places 
where gas was not avallable and electricity 


Was too expensive; the introduction of the 
central and wall-type, solid-top gas range ; 
the scientific and economical use of gas for 
cooking generally ; the introduction of electric 
cooking apparatus for roasting, grilling and 
hot closets; enamelling of cooking apparatus ; 
the improved arrangements for the service of 
food ; the tiling of floors and walls; the intro- 
duction of dish-washing maclimes, potato 
pecling, meat-uliciug and tea measuring 
machines, and other labour-saving devices. 
aud the mechanical ventilation of kitchens. 

Pictures shown during the course of the 
lecture included the kitchens at Sir Patrick 
Dun’s Hospital, the Mater Misericordia 
Hospital Nursing Home, and the Hospice for 
the Dying. 

Mr, Vincent Kelly, B.Arch., who proposed 
a vote of thanks, agreed with the lecturer 
that a feature of good modern hospitals was 
the service to visitors, a service worth imitat- 
ig in this country. It was in Switzerland 
that he saw the Lest sterilizer of the built-in 
type in ultiversal use.

Clouds Over Geneva. 


We are hardly surprised to learn that 
there will be no award of the Nobel Peace 
Prize this year. Nobody can lay claim to 
it with any sense of justice; for peace is 
further remote from Europe to-day than it

“ British plan ” gave promise for a while 
of some measure of success. Bit by bit, 
however, it has been whittled down, until 
its utility has been reduced by half. An 
agreement on even the remaining half 
would have saved the Conference's face ,

The Doctor’s Bill. 


Irish doctors will not fail to study the 
recommendations of the Select Committee 
in England which has been considering the 
terms of the Road Traffic (Emergency 
Treatment) Bill. This bill seeks to 
remedy a condition of affairs which is 
grossly unfair to the medical profession. 
The number of road accidents is increasing 
every day, and the services of doctors are 
required constantly to deal with emergency 
cases; yet it has been estimated that in 
more than 80 per cent. of such cases 
neither the doctors nor the hospitals 
receive a penny. The new bill pro- 
posed to make a maximum charge of 
three guineas for every road accident

Mr. J. H. Thomas—I think it will be 
convenient, in replyin to this question, to 
state the position of His Mayjesty’s 
Government in the United Kingdom with 
regard to the most recent developmnts in 
the Irish Free State, and, in particular, 
to the three bills now before the Irish 
Free State Parliament for the amendment 
of the Irish Free State Constitution. I 
am sure the House will forgive me if the 
auswer is somewhat lengthy. 

We are advised that the legislation con- 
flicts in important respects wih the. 
Treaty of 1921, and its passage, there- 
fore, involves a further repudiation of the 
obligations entered into by the Iruh Free 
‘State under that Treaty. 

We have already made perfectly clear 
the view we take of action of this kind. 
(Juite apart from.any question of kgality, 
we look upon it as a repudiation of an 
lronourable settlement. (Cheen.) No 
modification of the Treaty can properly be 
made except by agreement between the 
two countries. But that is not she only 
aspect of the matter. The real significance 
of the bills is. that they clearly indicate 
an intention gradually to elimmate the 
Crown from the Constitution of the Irish 
ree State. 


MR. DE VALERA’S AIM. 


Mr. de Valera has told us, as I said in 
the House of Commons on Ith June, 
1932, that his ultimate aim is recognition 
for a united Ireland as a Repablic, with 
some form of association with the British 
Commonwealth, in some circumstances, and 
for some reasons, and the rerognition of 
the King as the head of the association. 

Any such proposals would bé totally un- 
acceptable to His Majesty’s Government 
in the United Kingdom. (Caeers. ) Our 
view can be clearly stated. The declara- 
tion of the Imperial Conference of 1926 
as to the relationship of Great Britain and 
the Dominions under the Crown must ‘be 
aceepted as the basis of the constitutional 
position of the Irish Free State within the 
Kmpire.

TWO ASPECTS. 

Our conception of membership of the 
British Commonwealth ; is something 
etirely different. The lrish Free State, 

member of that Commonwealth, 18, as 
‘Mr. de Valera himself must now have 
learned, completely free to order her 
affairs. Membership of the Commonwealth 
confers great advantages, which, by her 
own action, the Irish Free State is tend 
ing to lose—such as the privileges of 
common citizenship, economic advantages 
in trading with es rest of the Empire, 
and the opportunity of powerful influence 
in international affairs, in concert with 
the other members of. the Commonwealth 
in the cause of world peace. 

Those privileges carry with them re- 
sponsibilities—respect for the Crown, loyal 
observance of engagements, the spirit 
friendship and co-operation with other 
members of the British Commonwealth.

GENEVA, Tuesday. 


R. HENDERSON’S bombshell to-day 
threatened to cause a bigger shock 
to the Disarmament Conference than even 
the German withdrawal. 
It is agreed on all hands that if he 
makes good his threat to retire, it will 
mean the end of the Conference. Apart 
from the réle that he has played in keep- 
ing the Conference in being, it is recognised 
that it would be virtually impossible fo find 
a .successor. This is the consensus of 
opinion from all sides, 
There is general curiosity as to what will 
be the next development. Mr. Hugh Wilson 
(America) and M. Massigli (France) called 
on Mr. Henderson this afternoon to obtain 
his explanation at first hand. It is under- 
stood that he confirmed the statement made 
to Reuter’s Correspondent this morning. 
In that interview Mr. Henderson said 
that there was an obvious unwillingness, 
now that Germany had withdrawn from the 
Conference, to take those decisive steps by 
which alone a convention could be con- 
cluded and the previous decisions of the 
Conference honoured. 


“ GREATER

He could not remain at Geneva indefi- 
nitely under conditions such as those he 
had recently experienced, and unless a 
much greater determination to make pro- 
gress was forthcoming, there would be no 
alternative but that he should place himself 
in the hands of the Council of the League 
of Nations, by whom he was appointed. 

It is generally felt that the only course 
practicable will be to convene the Bureau 
next week, so as to face the fact squarely.

PROTECTION OF 
WILD BIRDs. 
THE CRUELTY OF 
CAGING. 
BILL GEIS THIRD 
READING,

N the order for the third reading of 
the Protection of Wild Birds Bil w 


the House of Commons yesterday, Major 
Hilts (Conservative, Ripon) opposed the bill, 
Which, he said, did the right thing m the 
Wroug way. It made the caging of certain 
birds impossible, and under it none of the 
birds imcluded in the schedule could be kept 
as a pet. These included such popular birds 
green finch, the gold 
finch and the bull finch. The bill not only 
made the caging of these birds impossible, 
but their possession also. It would become 
practically impossible to keep birds hke 
ravens, jays and jackdaws, which were often 
kept in a state of Jiberty. He contended that 
the real objection of the promoters was not 
to the caging of birds, but to the cruelty wm 
catching them. The bill was a piece of class 
Jesislation, affecting very hardly poor people 
who kept birds, and leaving untouched riches 
people who took pleasure in seeing wild 
animals caged in the “ zoo.”’ 

Sir R. Gower (Conservative, Gillingham) 
repudiated the suggestion that the bill con- 
tained anything in the nature of class Jegis 
lation. The bill only applied to persons who 
had in their possession any of the wild birds 
named in the schedule, with the intention ot 
selling it alive. 

Mr. Duncan Graham (Labour, Lanarkshire, 
Hamilton) thought that people who made a 
hobby of keeping birds were the last people 
Who would ‘be cruel to them. 

Mr. Oswald Tewis (Conservative, Col- 
chester) said that there was nothing in the 
hill to prevent persons from keeping birds 
in captivity. . The bill sought to prohib.t 
trading in wild birds, becausa it was found. 
as a fact, that that trading entailed a great 
deal of erueliy and loss of life. 


QUESTION OF CRUELTY. 


Sir Avneld Wilson (Conservative, Hitchin) 
oppased the. bill. He urged that the vast 
majerity of these who kept birds were work- 
Ing men, had cared for thei pets. The hobby 
had-a humanising effect on these who prac 
tised it. Not prohibition, but education and 
contral, was the way to deal with acts of 
cruelty. 

Mr. David Kirkwood (Labour, Dumbarton

PAUL-BONCOUR’S reply to Chan- 
* cellor Hitler in the Chamber to- 
day was fitm and conciliatory. | 
France, he said, was ready to talk at 
any time, but any agreement between 
France and Germany must culminate at 
Geneva. 
-M. Paal-Boncour admitted that, as a 
result of the “ wild national enthusiasm '' 
of Germany, order and ‘stability in 
urope were at stake. It was not sur- 
prising that Germany’s neighbours were 
anxious. If Germany re-armed, France 
would continue to arm, and it would be a 
death-race. 3 : . 
‘But France has an Ambassador in 
Berlin, and Germany has an Ambassador 
in Paris. Any concrete proposal we re 
ceive from Germany will-be considered in 
the spirit in which we have always 
treated with a great country, on whose re- 
lations with us the maintenance of peace 
in Europe mainly depends.” 


A RESERVATION. 


Then followed a reservation: ‘‘ We 
shall do nothing except in agreement 
with those who are attached to us by 
pacts concluded in the bright daylight of 
the League of Nations.”’ 

M. Paul-Boncour went on to pass the 
various aspects of the international situa- 
tion. in review. The Locarno Treaty re- 
mained .intact, he declared. Great 
Britain’s reservations, 
part of her public opinion, were perfectly 
correct. It was not a treaty of alliance, 
but a guarantee, as much for Germany 
as for Fiance. 

The Minister defended the Three*Powet 
Pact against critics. It had led to the 
dissipation of misunderstandings with 
Italy. It was placed within the four 
corners of the League of Nations. It was 
not even certain that Germany's departure 
from the League invalidated it. 

Austria’s independence for France was 
an essential element of European stability. 
he declared. 


THE SAAR. 


Contrary to Hitler's statement, even the 
Saar should not divide France and Ger. 
many. France, Germany and the Saar 
needed one another economically. 

It was the French Government's duty to 
protect its nationals in the Saar, and the 
combined duty of the French Government 
and the League of Nations to see that the 
1935 plebiscite will be sincere. 

He also declared himself in tavour of 
the continuation of the Disarmament Con- 
ference. 

The Foreign Minister 's long speech was, 
perhaps, intentionally vague, if not m 
volved. Its gist was that the European 
situation was serious, that France did not 
reject Germany s proffered hand, but that 
nothing final could be settled outside the 
League. For the rest, his summary was 
not pessimistic. 

He was loudly cheered at the conclusion 
by Left and Centre. 


PREMIER’S STATEMENT. 


At the night sitting of the Chamber 
came the French Government s real reply 
to Hitler, through the mouthpiece of M. 
Sarraut, the Premier, who. in effect, 
summed up the Government’s policy as 
fearlessness, peace via Geneva, and an 
understanding with Germany.

TRADE UNIONISM. 

The Auditor (Mr. Christopher A. Preston) 

delivered his inaugural address; which was 
on the subject, ‘Trade Umionisin—Blessing 
or Curse?’ He . referred to .“ unyielding 
capitalists ’’ who rejected every tenet of 
Socialism, and looked. with alarm and dis- 
arprovel at the whole trade union movement. 
Capitalism, they considered, even after rude 
shocks, such as the failure of the World 
Economie. Conference, must be maintained 
as it was, ) 
. Trade unionism, however, before it could 
be considered wholly desfrable, ‘must achieve 
harmony among its own ranks.” It could 
then tdke its place as A' living and funda- 
mental organ of the State. - It could join 
m the regulation of industry. and be of. ser- 
vice to the community. Until then one 
must be satisfied with calling it a desirable 
necessity. It was to be hoped that the 
future would be able to dispense with that 
appellation and unreservedly call is a bless- 
ing to all humanity. 


MINISTER’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Lemass, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, in ‘proposing that ‘‘ the best 
thanks of the Society are due to the auditor 
for Ins address,” said that trades unionism 
in a capital State had been long recoguised, 
Legislation was now in force which gave 
power to the State, where the workers were 
not organised, to establish Trade Boards, He 
thought that no one would like to contem- 
plate the conditions that would exist if 
trades unionism were now abolished. It would 
mean that industrialists, in keen competition, 
would seek aw advantage over their r.vals by 
reducing costs of production at the expense 
of the workers. If asked if there was in the 
trade movement, to-day anv. danger to the 
State or the social order, he would say vir 
tually none. There was, of course, a dange! 
that such organisations might abandon then 
original aims and seek revolutionary objects. 
There .were, of course, a number of people 
who regarded trades un.onism as a curse and 
Bolshevik in character. These were in a 
minority, although they became vocal on 
occasion. They were usually what were 
called social parasites—people who lived on 
the proceeds of inherited wealth. Most suc- 
cessful employers. preferred trade union 
workers, so that negotiations could be car 
red on with them. under satisfactory con- 
ditions. 

He had.come into contact with trade union 
leaders under various conditions—sometimes 
as members of a strike committee—and he 
had always found them reasonable men, who 
preferred a negotiated settlement to strike 
action in a labour dispute. It was true that 
trades unionists sometimes made mistakes. 
but so did employers. 
trades unionism was not stronger. The weak- 
ness of trades unionism arose from a variety 
of causes. In the first place, trades unions 
here were mainly formed on the British 
models, which were framed for conditions 
that do not exist here. It also arose from 
divisions in the trades union movement; 
As a resu't the majority of the workers were 
not organised at all. 
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His regret was that | 
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The position was 1n- | 


tensified by the fact that a number of their | 


unions. were British umions. ‘That had led to 
attempts. which were still proceeding, to 
form rival unions, purely Irish in character. 
lt was for the workers to decide what type 
of. union they would join to improve their 
negotiating ‘powers and to cenduct their 
affairs within the law. in the manner most 
likely to help their members. 


THE. RIGHT TO STRIKE. 

There were, however, certain undesirable 
developments taking place in industry every- 
where, and which heretofore they had been 
relying on trade union activity to check. 
There was: no reason why trades unions 
should not be able to check these develop- 
ments. It might be necessary to put behind 
the force of the State to take action 
before it became impossible to do so. It was 
inevitable that many changes would take 
place in the organisation and control of in 
dustry, and in the course of such changes 
trades unionism as they now knew it might 
cease to be necessary. 

Strikes were deplorable things, just as wal 
was deplorable, and suggestions had been 
made that they might be prevented by the 


establishment of Industrial Courts, or some 
sort of compulsory arbitration. 
reasonable, but those who made the sugges- 
tions ignered the fact that no Industria! 
Court or arbitration could be effective if the 
workers’ might to strike was withdrawn. 
That was the reasou why trades unionists 
opposed these schemes. 


INDUSTRIAL COURTS. 
In the conditions existing in the Irish Free 
State, he knew of ino better method of dealing 
| with disputes than that adopted by the Depart-

The creation of these industrial councils 
would be greatly facilitated by the termina- 
tion of the existing divisions in the trade 
union movement, 


“THE SOCIAL PARASITE.” 

Senator Sir John Keane, Bart., said that 
they had heard trade unionism dealt with 
from the point of view of the student and 
lof the working and responsible politician. 
He now wanted to refer to it from the 
oint of view of what the Minister had re- 
taste to as “the social parasite.’ If tlie 
Minister wanted to hear the social parasite 
defended, he needed only to consult his 
partner in the Department of Finance. 
(laughter, ) 

The speaker wondered where they would be 
if they had no “social parasites “; if all 
savings of one generaticn were to be wiped 
out or taken from those whe possessed them, 
they would not be now. discussin~ the sub- 
ject in lovely sufroundings like that hall, 
which had been built by the savings of a 
vast generation in a per.od when the arts 
wet vod.

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NO OLD TESTAMENT 
AND NO CRUCIFIX. 


NAZIS TO REFORM THE 
CHRISTIAN RELIGION.

BERLIN, Tuesday. 

The Nazis have now started to reform 
the Christian religion. | 

The strange demand that the Old Testa- 
ment should disappear from religious in- 
struction. books, that all passages of an 
‘‘obviously superstitious character ” 
should be abolished from the New Testa- 
ment, and even that the crucifix should be 
discarded, was made at a mass meeting of 
German Christians here by the leader of 
the Berlin section of the Nazi Christians, 
Dr. Krause. 

The meeting was presided over by Dr. 
Hoffenfelder, the Bishop of the Province 
of Brandenburg, who appeared at the 
meeting in Nazi uniform. 

Dr. Krause declared that everything 
that sprang from a spirit “‘ foreign to ours 
must be removed from the German 
people’s Church, be it ever so ancient or 
apparently! venerable.” . i 

“ Holy places,” he added, “ must: be 
sought for not in Palestine, but in our 
Fatherland.” 

The meeting adopted a resolution de- 


manding that the Aryan paragraph—that 
only persons of unmixed Aryan blood 
should hold official positions—must be 
relentlessly enforced in the German 
Church. 

Bishop Hoffenfelder then announced the 
suspension of three prominent pastors for 
their opposition to the “ Nazi German 
Christian spirit of the German Evange- 
lical Church,”’ and said that disciplinary 
action would be taken against them for 
disapproving of anti-Semitism in the 
Church, 

One of the suspended pastors, however, 
Herr Niemoller, went straight to the 
Reich's Bishop, Dr. Muller, demanding 
that Bishop Hoffenfelder and all members 
of the Supreme Church Council who 
attended the meeting should be removed 
from office on. the ground that the pro- 
nouncements made there ran counter to 
the Christian doctrine. 

Subsequently, following a letter from 
Dr. Muller to the Supreme Church 
Council, Dr. Krause was suspended from 
all his Church offices. The Reich Bishop 
denounced the attacks made by Dr. Krause 
on the Old and New Testament as heresy 
that could rot be tolerated by the 
Evangelical Church.

the large Powers in Europe. All these nations 
have been nagging at each other to disarm, 
while al! the time their hatreds and jealonusies 
and dangers have been quite unrelieved. Of 
course they would not disarm. Not, one of 
them would think of doing it except Great 
Britain. She,bas redaced,lierself to a condi- 


tion of remarkable weekness; but: no one else 


has followed ‘her ‘exaniple. *~ oi (5 

“What do you see alter these eight years 
of the Disarmament Conference? Not only 
have all the nations engaged in the Great 
War increased their armaments, except Great 
Britain, but countries that were never 
involved in the war—countries of a pro- 
nounced neutrality like the stolid Holland, 
the timid Denmark, or hardy, blameless 
Switzerland, guilty of nothing worse than a 
cuckoo-clock—(laughter)—all these countries 
at last have been forced to arm, and are 
hurriedly making preparations to defend 
their frontiers. Can you wonder that they 
have-taken this action? 

GERMANY. 

‘‘Everyone knows that Germany, almost 
single-handed, fought the -whole world, and 
nearly conquered it; that it took four long 
years to lay Germany low; that the Germans 
killed between two and three men for every 
one of their own lives: which were lost. They 
ure the most formidable people in the whole 
world, and now, Í am sorry to say, that they 
are the most dangerous. It is they who have 
laid down the doctrine that every frontier must 
be made the starting point of an invasion. 
They have imported, and are importing, 
enormous masses of scrap iron and nickel 
and metals, which are used for the —— 
of gteel for the production of cannon an 
of tha weapons of war. ‘They are working 
themselves up, month by month, into a frenzy 
cf fury. Cam you wonder that the countries 
all around their borders feel a very grave, 
sense of anxiety at their proceedings? 
vou wonder what those countries who live 
around the frontier feel ? 

“ Under the Locarno Treaty, which served 
a good purpose at the time it was signed, we 


go into. any quarrel of Europe or not, 
Why should we compromise our right to decide 
whether we will be in or out of a European 
War’ Surely it is our business, and‘ out 
wisdom, to detach our country, as much as 
possible, from the vehement conflicts which 
are gathering together on the Continent of 
Europe. But. we cannot do that if we weaken 
these countries and meddle: in their affairs 
ta-day and deprive them of the weapons they 
require for their own defence. If we do we 
shall be drawn in. 

“1 think we have done enough, and I hope 
to live the rest of my life in an England 
which will not be called upon to face the 
horrors of another Great War. 


DISARMAMENT AND PEACE. 


“ Disarmament has nothing to do with 
peace. If disarmament became universal war 
would not in any way be prevented, It is as 
useless to connect disarmament With peace as 
an umbreila with the prevention of rain. 

“The suggestion has been made that 
Germany desires equalhty of status. What 
she wants is to be as strongly armed a Power 
as any of the others, and that is a thing they 
will never agree to, unless they are forced.”’ 

‘* [do hope the Government is going to cut 
the loss of this Disarmament Conference. It 
has done nothing but harm. You will never 
reach peace in Europe through nagging about 
disarmament, but only by trying to settle up 
grievances which extst between one nation 
‘and another. JI do hope that the Covérnment 
are not going on with this dreary faree any 
more now. It is so universally abandoned 
and discredited that it is hardly worth while 
keeping it going. There is a danger of pre- 
venlive war; there is a danger of countries 
round Germany saying: ' Why should we not 
strike before Germany. is ready ?' 

“You have heard me described as a war 
monger. That is a lie. I have laboured for 
yence before the Great War, and aí the naval 
holiday which I advised and suggested had 
been adopted, the ‘course’ of history might 
have been different. | .

SERIOUS CHARGES AGAINST

ROSCOMMON, Tuesday. 


Peter Connolly, Fairymount, Kilrooskey, 
was brought up in custody at a special court 
in Roscommon to-day, before Mr. Kenny, 
D.J., charged with having a revolver with 
intent to endanger life or cause serious in- 


jury to property, unlawful assembly, con- 
spiracy, burglary, assault, causing actual 
bodily harm and common assault. 


Superintendent McKenna, Strokestown, ap- 
peared for the prosecution, and Mr. M. J. 
Heverin (Messrs. Farrell, McDonnell and 
Co.) for defendant. 

The charges arose out of an alleged attack 
on two men named Tracey at a card school 
in the house of a man named Harlow. The 
Traceys were in the barrack complaining of 
the assanlt when Connolly and a man.named 
Hanly arrived to report that Hanley’s son 
had been wounded. 

Detective Officer McBride said that when 
the Traceys accused Connolly of the attack 
he cautioned him, and Connolly denied the 
assault on the Traceys, but made a state- 
ment about the accident to Hanly. The 
statement was to the effect that at about 7 
o'clock on the previous evening John Hanly 
called at his house, and said: ‘‘Give me 
that thing.” Witness knew what Hanly 
meant, and told him to go to the barn and 
get the small revolver which he had since 
the troubledstimes. Some time later, when 
going down the road he found Hanly on the 
side of the road. Hanly said to him: ‘‘Peter, 
I am wounded.”’ He (the accused man) said : 
“ How in Hell did you get wounded,”’ and 
Hanly said: "I was fitting a bullet into 
the rifle and it went off.’’ 

Sergeant Prendergast, Ballinderry, swore 
that he searched houses in the vicinity of 
Harlow’s house, and found a black mask in 
the townland of Tuam, thirty yards from 
the main road, and also sme articles of 
clothing. 

Thomas Berrigan, motor driver, Strokes- 
town, gave evidence of the accused man and 
three others carrying young Hanly to wit- 
ness's car, and accompanying him to the 
hospital in Roscommon.

9.15 o'clock old time. Noone used to 
come to dances in the district, but 


witness had not seen him .in the village 
from the time of Phelim Hanly’s marriage, 
in February last, until the date stated. 

Mrs. Margaret Conlon, sister of Phelim 
Hanly, stated that three days after the 
marriage she called to the house of Mrs. 
Hanly and asked her if she knew a person 
named Noone. Mrs. Hanly replied: “ Oh, 
dear, I know many a Noone, and only for 
this marriage I could have been married to a 
boy named P. Noone. Six weeks before her 
brother’s death Mrs. Hanly said her husband 
fell off a gable and was rendered unconscious, 
and only she picked him up so quickly he 
would have died. On another occasion when 
witness visited Mrs. Hanly she and her 
husband seemed to be getting on well. She 
went to her brother’s: house after his death 
and Mrs. Hanly said her husband went to bed 
in as good health as ever, and she never saw 
him in as good form. 


“MY POOR PHELIM.” 


While witness was speaking to Guard 
Loftus on the day of the inquest outside the 
house she heard Mss. Hanly say, while walk- 
ing up and down: “ My poor boy,” “ My 
poor gossoon,”’ “ My poor Phelim.’’ After the 
funeral and the inquest Mrs. Hanly said that 
only for Jerome Kennedy there would be no 
post-mortem examination. After the funeral, 
Mrs. Hanly said to witness: “If I am a 
murderer, or poisoned your brother Phelim. 
if I was watched in sleep—a murderer's eyes 
never close. 

Further hearing of the charge was adjourned 
to Boyle on November 22nd.

T HE farther drastic restriction of bacon 


imports from the Free State to Great 
Britain, by which the quota for next 
month is redu to 14,000 cwts.. or less than 
half of this month’s amount, will mean an- 


other hard blow to bacon raisers, who already 


have suffered through the operations of this 


Free State bacon raiser, an 
Trish Times reporter was told yesterday, 
finds his export market dwindling from month 
to month, while the home curers cannot buy 
up the surplus supplies for home consumption. 
There is the danger that pig production 
may fall away until the industry will become 
not worth half what it is worth to-day, or 
what it. was before the opening of the econo- 
mic war. : 

The Government, it was said; would have 
to operate its own plan, already prepared, by 
which supplies will be purchased by Govern- 
ment officials and placed in cold storage 
until the British market opened once more 
for the reception of Free State supplies. 


PIG EXPORTS. 


The number of live pigs exported from 
Northern Ireland during the present year up 
to November 9 last was 53,597, over 7,000 in 
excess of the total number exported from 
Irish Free State ports during the same period. 
In 1931 the total number of pigs exported 
from the Irish Free State during the 
first forty-five weeks of the year was 
520,447, and from Northern Ireland 22,208. 
For tha week ending November 9 last the 
number of pigs exported from the Irish Free 
State—1,810—showed a falling-otf of 4,808 
as compared with the export ac for the 
same week of last year. The 2,223 
ported from Northern Ireland during the 
same week showed an increase of 1,492 com- 
ared with the corresponding week last year. 
he number of pigs bought for curing in the 
Irish Free State, however, shows a steady 
increase, while the totals in Northern Ireland 
show a steady decline.

any confession of. guilt, and that he still 
maintains his innocence of this charge. ? 

Mr. Duff-Cooper—I am not aware of either 
of these facts. 

Mr. McGovern—Can the hon. gentleman 
produce the written statement signed as a 
confession of guilt by Ballie-Stewart ? 

Mr. Duff-Cooper—I do not think it would 
be in the public interest to publish that. 

Mr. McGovern gave notice that, owing to 
the unsatisfactory nature of the reply. he 
would raise the matter on the adjournment. 


MR. MCGOVERN’S 
STATEMENT. 


After the statement made in the House of 
Commons yesterday afternoon that Lieutenant 
Baillie-Stewart, “the officer in the Tower.”
